Authentic Anecdotes 
Of Mr Wittiam Wrnwe Rycawp. 
4° unhappy man is about fifty-four years-of age, being 
the eldeft of the feven fons of the lace Mr Edward Ry- 
land, copper-plate printer in the Old Bailey. 

Mr Ryland the elder was a native of Wales; and before 
quitting that country, he had expericnced feveral acts of kind- 
nefs from the late Sir Watkin Williams Wyane, who happen- 
ed jocofely to fay, that if Mr Ryland fhould marry, he faould 
expeét the compliment of being afked to become fponfor fdr his 
firit fon. Some years after Mr Ryland martied,-and the cir- 
cumftancets of his wife being dzlivered of a male child, was.no 
fooner commiunicated to Sir Watkin, than, wito his accuftom- 
ed good humour and polirenefs, he accepted an invitation to be 
prefent at the baptifm ; and, with the approbation of the Baro- 
wet, the boy was, in compliment t6 him, famed William 
Wyane. ’ . 

In confideration of a very genteel premium, the ‘telebrared 
Mr Francis Ravenct, who then lived at Lambeth, took young 
Ryland as an, apprentice, and-in a hort tinte difcoyered in 
him very extraordinary prognoitics uf farare exccllency, Me 
Rayeaet was. not decewed ; for the natural talents of his pupil 
daily became more f{pleadid by ‘clo ttady and application. 

Daring his appreoticethip young Ryland engraved ahead of 
Sir, Watkin, Williams, Wynne, which was efteemed a produc- 
tiog.of fidgulas merit for fo young an artift ; and this was fol- 
lowed by many other juvenile jetlirttatices; executed with ai- 
common tafte, dclicacy,.aod truth.of expreffiom * . 

Svon.afier the expiration of his apprenticefhip, Mr Ryland 
fet out to vifit the French and Italian fChools, in company with 
Mr Gabriel Smith, an artift of great merit, and Mr Jofeph 
Howard, afterwards a merchant in the city, but who is now 
retired to his eltate in Cornwall, with both of whom he had 
‘beep fchool-fellow. During the “few years of his refidence a: 
braad, he parfued the {tudy of his fayourite® art with -unrémit- 
ting afliduity and attention, ‘and “greatly improving himfelf in 
manual operativn, by excercifing his talents under the dire Gion 
of she molt celebrated artifts. His’ motive was improvement 
rather than profit ; but being mafter of fo fine a genius, and of 
ivgh valt powers of execution, he gained aor-only very diftin- 
guithed profeffional velebrity, but large pectiniary emoluments. 

Our young artilt hud not béen long it Frante, before heiob- 
tained an honorary gold medal from the’ Academy ‘at Paris ; 
and by the members of the Academy at Rome he ‘was’ fecel- 

ved with fuch refpeét as was Cue to a Young ‘man’ endowed 
with qualifications that could not fail to render him eiiinently 
confpicuous among thé admirers of the fine arts. « 

Upon the return of Mr Ryland to England, he introduced 
the admired art of engraving copper glares to yield an impref- 
fion refembling drawings in chalk. hough in tis Branch of 
engraving he cannot claim the merit of originality, “it i¥ a fpe¥ 
ciestof ingenuity in which he has ibatedaatly Turpaffed all com- 


pe While Mr Ryland yet remained abroad, his prefent Miajeft 

came td the thtone of thefe kingdoms, foon after which’ of. 
fer was made Mr Strange of the appointment of engraver to 
his Majefly, which honour being declined by that gentleman, 
it was conferred on Mr Ryland, together with a falary of 2001.

The three firft of Mr, Ryland’s capital produdtions, after be- 
ing honoured with the Royal patronage, were'a whole length 
figure _of the. King, one of the Queen, and ‘gnother of Livrd 
Bute, from thé paintings of Ramiay.. Among“@ valt- nomber- 
of other pieces, all of which exhibit incomteltible proofs of a 
tafterly geniys, are a fine likenefs of her’ Majeity, {miling with 
ineffable exprefhion of goodnefs upon an infant ‘fleeping in lier 
arms : and a pidture expreflive of a ftory in Plararch, the fub- 
ftance of which is as follows: a youth pining ‘with love: to- 
wards his mother-in-law, a young woman of exquifire beauty, 
bat!endeavouring to conceal the ¢dufe of his difquietude ; a 
phyfician is fuppofed ro be feeling the pulfe of lis ehaitioured 
patient, the caufe of whofe complaint he difcovers, and peints 
out the object of his paflion; wherenpon'the father propofes to 
relinquith his wife, as the only expedient for’ preventing his fon 
from falling a viétim te the violence of unconquerable defire. 
In this piece the paflions are admirably exprefled, and difcrimi- 
nated by touches the moft delicately refined. 

Some’ years,fince, Mr Ryland, in partnerfhip with Mr Bry- 
er, opened a fliop in Cornhill, where they carri¢d on a very 
éxtenfive trade in:prints, the former, ftil] continuing to exercife 
his fine talents’in the art: of engraving. ' Lisi their bufinefs 
was productive of great profit, feveral capital loffes occurring 
almoft at the fame titne, the {tate of their pecuniary affairs be- 
came fo difarranged and embarraffed, that a bankruptcy enfu- 
ed. . 

Sume time after this failure, Mr Ryland, on his own a 
rate account, opened a print-fhop in the Strand, where he had 
every profpect of fuccefs ; but being fond of .a private: life, 
where he might have Ieifure to ** purfue coy feience to herdait 
retreat,” he declined public bufinefs, and retired to” Pimlico. 
From Pimlico he removed to Knightfbridge ; and while he | 
refided there, he committed that anhappy act which has ruin- 
ed his reputation as a ‘mati; but his name as an artilt will ever 
be held in the highcft eftimation. 

This unfortuuate man has fix children, four of whom were | 
in France for their education at the time of his apprehenfion.
